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1, The airfield located southeast of Jlor.Schoen near Cheb (fger) (H 52/P 37) 
was observed between November 1950 and August 1952 at the field itself and 
trom an observation tower, about four kilometers from the field, In 1950 
and 1951, the airfield wa: occasionally usec by the PS battalion¥as training 
grounds, The partially damaged airfield had two conereted areas arran-ed at 
an angle of 90 degrees, At the cast-—vest strip; there ere several destroyed 
stone buildings which, partially repaired and provided with doors, were
